DELAY IN PAVING 
CAUSES PROTESTS 


Whitehall Street Condi- 


tion Most Unsatisfactory 


to Merchants and Great 
Inconvenience to Shop- 
pers. 


Even though traffic has been sus- 
pended on the two blocks-of White- 
hall since they were torn up the lat- 
ter part of June, and despite the fact 
that this is a distinct disadvantage 
to the property owners of the street 
and causes congestion of the street 
car traffic on downtown streets 
owing to the necessity of re-routing 
of cars, the work still seems to 
progress at a snail's pace only. 

The company which holds the con- 
tract for the paving contends that 


the various delays have been caused 
by bad railroad tle- ups. | 
plumbing and cable work and other 


necessary 


minor details have made it impos- 
sible to work with more speed, but 
the consensus of opinion among the 
retail merchants along’ Whitehall 
seems to be that all the delay is not 


excusable and that it 18 due to a 


certain lack of definiteness about 
the time limit for paving. 
/Otfered to Pay Difference. 

At one time the retail merchants 
signified their willingness to pay 
the difference. between regular ana 
overtime, wage that would. result. 
from putting a night shift on the 
‘work, but for. some unknown reason 
this plan was not adopted. 3 
Henry L. Collier, city chief of con- 
struction, says that while it does 
appear that the work is not pro- 
gressing with the desired rapidity, 
that the contracting company is still 
within its legal bounds. He says 
that there is a time limit of one 
hundred working days, and that days 
on which rain was too plentiful for 
work were not to be counted—the 
possibilities for work on rainy days 
being judged by the government 
weather officials. 

A prominent Whitehall merchant 
epitomized the generally expressed 
opinion of the others in the follow- 
ing words, “Although there is noth- 
ing definite that we can do, and 
while we have exerted every known 
sort of an effort in our desire to 
hurry this paving project, it is a 
most regrettable state of affairs, 
and is a situation that no other city 
would have endured as ‘long as At- 
lanta has.“

“It goes without*saying that ev- 

eryone has been inconvenienced by 
the prolonged tor n- up condition of 
the streets. No city of Atlanta's 
size and business can haver two 
blocks of its principal retail business 
street impassable for more than 
two months without suffering seri- 
ous inconvenience. In addition to 
the stoppage of traffic, and the re- 
sultant necessity of impairing the 
street car schedules, there is the 
danger to persons that is imminent 
so long as women and children find 
it necessary to cross the ‘grand can- 
yon’ in its present condition, 
— We are all anxious to get some- 
thing done about the matter, but so 
long as we can find out nothing 
more definite about the delay than 
Wwe have in the past, it seems that 
our hands are tied. 

“Of course, it is possible that the 
delays in laying new tracks, new 
cables and new piping may be suf- 
ficient reason for the delay—coupled 
with the rainy weather—but so far

vere bruises and cuts on her face 
and body, but her recovery is ex- 
pected. Neal's injuries are not re- 
garded as serious. According to 
advices from Buchanan, E. W. 
Otwell, of Bremen, also an occ”»ant 


jured, and at the home of his b 
er, where he was carried after the 
accident, it was stated that his re- 
covery was doubtful. 

The wreck occurred a half mile 
from Buchanan, and was the result 
of a blow-out on the front wheel 
tire of the machine.

Premier Tells Commons 
There Is Enormous

London, August 18.— (By Asso- 
ciated Press.)—In & * three-hours 
speech in the house of commons, in 
which he dealt with Great Britain's 
domestic affairs generally, David 
Lloyd-George, the British prime 
minister, today disclosed three im- 
portant decisions of the govern- 
ment. Two of these had been 
widely discussed, and the govern- 
ment’s purpose with regard to therm 
was anxiously awaited. 

One of the decisions: was that the 
post-war plan of ultra-protection, 
under which imports were limited 
to those granted special licenses by 


doned September 1, and the putting 
into effect of measures: to prevent 
“dumping.” 

‘The second decision was the re- 
jection of the majority report of 
Justice Sankexr's coal commission. 
which provided for the gradual na- 
tionalisation of coal mines, and in 
its stead launching a plan for par- 
tial government control, by which 
the goverament will buy out the 
owners. of coal lands who receive 
royalties from mining companies, 
give the miners a share in the con- 
trol of the mines, organize the mines 
into districts, and establish a funa 
for improving the living conditions 
of miners. 

Slowisg Down of Production. 

Under the third decision the gov- 
ernment will embody in a bill rec- 
ommendations for a joint industrial 
coun il of employers and employees, 
and a 48-hour week, and a living 
Wage applying to nearly all isdus- 
tries. 

The premier said he thought there 
was evidence of international slow- 
ing down of production, and that it 
was necessary for not only the 
workmen, but the managers and the 
foremen, to put their shoulders to 
the task of increasing production. 
He said it was a dangerous and fa- 
tal fallacy that the less men worked 
the more work there would be for 
others; and that it was highly im- 
portant for those having influence 
with the workers to do their ut- 
most to explode this fallacy. 

One of the arguments in favor of 
reducing the number of working 
hours, the premier said, was that 
the reduction in time would not in- 
volve a reduction in output. There

The whole movement is part of 
the government's investigation be- 
ing carried on to probe the secret 
of the high cost of living, and 
while there will be no attempt at 
price fixing by the county boards, 
it begins to look as if the real prof- 
iteer, if such there be in Georgia, is 
not going to find an unblocked path. 

John Munget Accepts. 

Mr. Manget has accepted the Ful- 
ton county appointment, with an 
expression of willingness to serve 
his state in whatever capacity he 
may be called upon, and will begin 
at once the assembling of his com- 
mittee.. A wide experience in food 
matters will make Mr. Manget an 
acceptable appointee to the entire 
county. 

By the end of the week the 155 
committees of the state should have 
prepared schedules of prices for 
their various localities, so that there 
need be no delay in singling out the 
excess profits dealers and commu- 
nicating their names to the offices 
of the district attorneys.

Candelaria, Texas. The two army 
fliers are being held prisoner south 
of the Mexican border opposite Can- 
delaria, it was stated, but what 
arrangements had been made to fol- 
low the payment of the ransom fund 
at Candelaria, or how soon the two 
officers might be expected at the 
border, was not announced. 

The money was taken to Candela- 
ria today by H. M. Fennell, vice 
president of the Marfa bank, under 
a United States military guard. The 
fund was raised last night at a 
cowboy camp meeting in the Big 
Bend district, but the subscriptions 
will be returned to the donors, it 
was announced, following receipt of 
authorization today from Major Gen- 
eral Dickman, commander of the 
southern department, to foot the 
ransom bill.

It was believed here Colonel Lang- 
horne is taking the necessary steps 
to insure the safety of the Ameri- 
cans by having hostages held pend- 
ing the transfer of the money and 
the safe delivery of the aviators at 
the border. 

After eight days of suspense since 
the aviators patrolling the border 
disappeared, messages were receiv- 
ed by military autherities at Mar- 
fa, Texas, yesterday demanding pay- 
ment of the ransom in gold to Daw- 
kins Kilpatrick, of Candelaria, Tex- 
as, before tonight or the Americans 
would be killed, according to the 
message. 

Another message, signed by the 
aviators, accompanied the demand 
for the ransom, in which they stated 
practically the same facts as con- 
tinued in the message from the ban-~- 
dit leader. 

They also sent the messages to 
their relatives in Strathmore, Cal., 
and Hutchinson, Minn., urging them 
to see that the ransom was raised 
at once, Another message was 
later sent to Candelaria, addressed 
to Dawkins Kilpatrick, an American, 
and signed by one of the bandit 
band saying they would kill the avi- 
ators if there were any signs that 
the American military forces were 
preparing to pursue the bandits. 

Answer Sent to Bandits. 

Replies were received from the 
parents of Lieutenant Peterson stat- 
ing that they would furnish the 
ransom demanded for release of 
their son and his companion if the 
government failed to furnish the 
money, according to messages from 
Marfa. These replies were imme- 
diately given to a courier, who at- 
tempted to reach the bandit rendez- 
yous south of the border. Whether 
he succeeded was not known here 
or at Marfa early today. Develop- 
ments in the case have led army of- 
ficers here to believe the bandits are 
far from the border and are holding 
the American aviators in some out- 
of-the-way canyon until the ransom 
is paid, whereupon they will release 
them and permit them to go to the 
border. Nothing has been heard of 


the scout bizrtane which the men 
flew when they were captured. 

The Big Bend district and the Oji- 
naga district opposite it in Mexico 
is one of the wildest stretches of 
country in the Texas-Mexico border. 
The Rim Rock, near Candelaria, is a 
gigantic escarpement standing on 
edge like a clam. shell. The Rio 
Grande flows through canyons and 
in great curves along this part of 
the border, which has long been 
noted for its bandit activities. It 
is this samé Rim Rock near Can- 
delaria that the Mexican bandits 
rode to raid the Brite ranch Christ- 
mas day, 1917, when they caught 
the American stage driver going to 
Candelaria, hanged him and cut his 
throat. Chico Cano, one of the 
leaders in this raid, is a member of 
the bandit band believed to be hold- 
ing the aviators, according to ad- 
vices from Marfa,

CARRANZA URGED 
TO FREE AVIATORS 
BY UNITED STATES 


Washington, August 18.—Officials 
here tonight, after a day during 
which the Mexican situation was to 
the fore, awaited news of the re- 
lease by Mexican bandits of Lieu- 
tenants Paul H. Davis and Harold 
G. Peterson, American army avi- 
ators. 

Prompt measures to obtain the re- 
lease of the aviators, who were 
captured by the bandits near Can- 
delaria, Texas, and for whom $15,000 
ransom has been demanded, was ex- 
pected by state department officials 
following the forwarding of instruc- 
tions to the American embassy at 
Mexico City to call upon the Mexi- 
can government for “immediate ad>- 
quate action.” 

Although Secretary Baker spent 
most of the day at the capitol before 
the senate military affairs subcom- 
mittee, giivng his views on the na- 
tion’s permanent military policy there 
were several conferences at the war 
department at which the situation 
resulting from the indignities upon 
American greed! officers was un- 
derstood to have been discussed. Re- 
turning to the department late in 
the day Mr. Baker refused to di- 
vulge the contents of late depart- 
ment dispatches. He also refused 
to discuss the situation beyond say- 
ing: 

“As soon at it ‘s safe to do so, 1 
will issue a statement.” \ 

Regarded as Significant. 

The secretary’s remarks, made as 
he passed out of the door of his of- 
fice on his way to play tennis, was 
regarded in some quarters as signif- 
want, especially his emphasis on a 
statement being forthcoming only 
after it was safe“ to make one. 

The attitude displayed by the Mex- 
ican government toward the request 
for immediate action, it was assert- 
ed by some officials, would have 
much to do in determining future 
relations between Carranza and this 
government, even though the two 
aviators should be released through 
payment today of the demanded 
ransom. Officials refused to specu- 
late on eventualities should the two 
officers suffer harm at the hands of 
their captors. 

The state department’s announce- 
ment said “the instructions pointed 
out the seriousness with which the 
United States government vie’vs *his 
situation and called for immediate 
adequate action.“ The American 
consul at Juarez also was instructea 
to take all possible steps with ths 
Mexican authorities there to secure 
release and protection of the of- 
ficers. 

Affront Regarded as Serious. 

It was learned today that the first 
intimation that the: officers—Lieu- 
tenants Paul H. Davis and Harold G. 
Person — were meeting reached 
Washington the middle of last week 
in dispatches from the border which 
said a peon had reported that two 
aviators were in a canyon south of 
the border. It was understood that 
— aviators had been compelled to 
land in Mexico and were in trouble. 
American army officials on the por- 
der were then reported to be plan- 
ning to send relief to the two men 
and were given to understand that 
the Mexican authorities had no ob- 
jection. The next word received was 
on Saturday when the capture of the 
two men by bandits was reported. 
The capture and detention of the 
army fliers is considered by officials 
here to be essentially different from 
other cases of American citizens who 
have been held for ransom. Mem- 
bers of the militar forces of a 
country, especially when in uniform,

He said that 
those who believed most in the 
league of nations must trust it most, 
and the rest would follow them. 
Great Britain was ready to reduce 
armaments as a first condition of 
real economy in world armaments, 
and, if all other countries also were 
ready, economy would result. If the 
nations increased their armaments, 
the premier declared, the league of 
nations would be a mere sham and 
a scrap of paper. 

The premier dealt at ae oe the 
economic situation. The he 
said, cost Great Britain 40,0 000, 000,- 
000 pounds, and an outstanding fact 
of the present situation was an 
alarming adverse trade balance of 
800,000,000 pounds. The national 
debt, he pointed out, had grown 
from 641,000,000 to 7,800,000,000 
pounds. 

Must Recover Trade. 


We cannot prosper,” said Mr.

PLANNING 10 ORGANIZE 
NATIONAL LABOR PARTY 


Chicago, August 18.—A national 
labor party wil be formed at a con- 
vention here in November as a result 
of steps taken today at a confér- 
ence of labor organization repre- 
sentatives of several states. 


A temporary executive committee 
was named to call the convention on 
the basis of one delegate to each 
central labor body, of which there 
are 760 in the United States, and one 
delegate for every five hundred 
members of all labor party groups 
and all local unions. 

A constitution and platform will 
be formulated at the convention. and 
decisions made as to what candi- 
dates will be etnered in the 1920 
campaign, it was announced. From 
2,500 to 3,000 delegates are expected 
at the convention, according to 
Duncan McDonald, president of the 
Illinois Federation of Labor, and 
chairman of the state labor party. 
He presided at today‘s conference. 

A resolution was adouted indors- 
ing the Plumb plan for operation of 
the railroads, as advocated at the re- 
cent committee h®aring in Wash- 
ington. 

The new party will represent the 
six million members of organized 
labor in the United States and will 
have the co-operation on non-parti- 
san leagues and farmer organiza- 
tions in various states,” said Robert 
M. Buck, editor of the official news- 
paper of the Illinois labor party. 

A national lecture bureau commit- 
tee was named to arrange for the 
tour of Arthur Henderson, secretary 
of the British labor party, in the 
United States next October. It was 
announced his lectures on the work- 
ings of the British labor party would 
be a factor in strengthening the new 
party. 

Members of the executive commit- 
tee are Max Hayes, chairman, 
Cleveland, Ohio; Abraham Lefko- 
witz, New York; Charles R. Nuzum, 
Kansas City, Kan.; M. T. Bennett, 
Hartford, Conn., and ‘William E.

to Sens 0 Says 
— Win Not Leave 
ntun Until Ejected 


Washington, . 18.—The sen- 
ate foreign relations committee to- 
day heard its first direct account of 
the Shantung negotiations from 
Thomas F. Millard, an American 
writer, who acted as adviser to the 
\Chinese peace delegation. He said 
the settlement was reached after the 
Japanese virtually had threatened to 
bolt the conference, hut he added 
that President Wilson seemed to 
be alone in considering the threat 
more than a “pure bluff.” 

All the American experts on Far 
Eastern affairs at Versailles, Mr. 
Millard declared, agreed that the 
settlement meant war. He had 
heard that a similar view was ex- 
pressed in the letter from General 
Bliss to the president, which the 
latter has decined to send to the 
senate as a matter of public policy. 
The United States, the witness as- 
serted, could not avoid being drawn 
into such a war. 

‘Mr. Millard gave it as his personal 
view, based on twenty years’ expe- 
rience with Far Eastern politics, 
that Japan never would leave Shan- 
tung until she was confronted with 
“a superior force.” Asked whether 
he meant a superior moral force, 
imposed by the league of nations, 
he replied: 

“I mean material force. Japan 
does not care a snap of her fingers 
for moral force.” 

How War May Result. 

Mr. Millard, when asked how the 
Shantung agreement might lead to 
war between Japan and the United 
States, said there were many dan- 
Ferous elements involved. As an 
example, he said, the cumulative ef- 


fect of Japanese successes in China 


might easily encourage her to as- 
' @ume commercial rights which would 
trespass on the Hay open-door poli- 
ey, or on the special commercial 
treaties the United States has with 
China. 

This Japanese siénation, hne said, 
has been creeping upon us just as 
the German situation crept upon 
Europe. And you're going to have 
to beat it, and you can't beat it with 
words. You'll have to fight. 

At may start with a fight be- 
tween Japan and China. But 
American missionaries will be killed 
and American rights violated and 
sooner or later we will be swept in.” 

“Tf this issue doesn’t lead to war 
between the United States and Ja- 
pan within ten years,” said the wit- 
ness, “the ice will at least get so 
thin that we won't know whether 
we can get oVer or not.” 

Mr. Miller said he had been told 
by both British and French officials 
that a great difficulty in determin- 
ing on any definite policy in the far 
East was that the United States 
' geemed to have no stable attitude in 
regard to the situation. 

He Doesn't Trust Japan. 

The witness gave it as his opinion 
that the promises made by Japan to 
return Shantung were not to be 
taken as a serious guarantee. Ja- 
pan, he said, constantly had prac- 
ticed “equivocal” diplomatic prom- 
ises and had promptly “wiggled out” 
of fulfillment. 


Mr. Millard said he believed the 
senate could overcome the Shantung 


tees” for eventual return of the 
province to China; that China would 
reimburge Japan for her expense in 
taking Kiao-Chow; that Tsing-Tao 
should be made an international 
port, and that Japan should defi- 
nitely promise to return Shantung 
within a specific time. : 

United States Checked China. 

Because the United States gov- 
ernment intimated it would be in- 
expedient, China refrained from 
raising “certain questions” at the 
peace conference, Mr. Millard tes- 
tified. 

Mr. Millard said he got his in- 
formation on the subject from the 
Chinese delegates, whom he ad- 
Vised “unofficially.” He did not go 
into details about the question Chi- 
na might have raised. He said, how- 
ever, the official wanted to employ 
two American international lawyers 
as advisers, but did not do so be- 
cause the United States indicated 
it would not favor such a plan. 

While his expenses were paid by 
the Chinese, Mr. Millard said, he 
had no salary, but simply gave un- 
official advice asked for by the Chi- 
nese delegates because of his fa- 
miliarity with Far Eastern affairs. 

Mr. Millard, called as a witness 
in connection with the section of 
the peace treaty giving Germany's 
interests in the Chinese province ol 
Shantung to Japan, said he had 
spent about twenty years in China. 

He declared the original acquisi- 
tion of German rights in Shantung 
was largely responsible for the Hay 
open-door policy and was one of 
the indirect causes of the Russo- 
Japanese war. The German rights 
were acquired, he said, with the se- 
cret assent of the former Russian 
czar. 

China Sought Guarantees. 

In the event of China’s rupture 
of diplomatic relations with Ger- 
many, Mr. Millard said, China tried 
to get guarantees from the allies 
that the integrity of Chinese terri- 
tory would be protected at the 
peace table. Unable to get more 
than a negative“ reply, the wit- 
ness said, the Chinese foreign office 
appealed to American Minister 
Reinsch at Pekin. 

At this time, however, Pacific ca- 
ble communication was interrupted 
for several days, and Dr. Reinsch 
ebuld not get word from Washing 
ton. 

The Lansing-Ishii agreement of 
1917, the witness said, was con- 
oluded without the knowledge of 
China, When the text as sent from 
Tokio, was made public in Pekin, 
he said, the clause by which the 
United States recognized Japan's 
“special interest” in China, was 
translated into both Japanese and 
Chinese in a way to amount to a 


interest in China.” 

“Japan stuck to her interpretation 
and we stuck to ours,” continued the 
witness, “and there the matter 
stood. China threw up her hands 
and said ‘the United States will not 
back us up and we must do the best 
we can.’”

said some credit, however, was due 
the creators and executives of the 
industry. 

“Their utilization of every possi- 
ble animal product and by-products 
and the extensive ramifications nec- 
essary to accomplish this,” he said, 
“are economic and desirable activi- 
ties. The refrigerator car in itself 
is a good thing, though the common 
carrier should own it.” Their prof- 
its are not a point, the commissioner 
emphasized, though the advertised 
claims of a low profit on sales of 
fresh meat should be scrutinized 
very carefully, and considered in 
connection with profits on other 
things, like hides, where the turn- 
over of money nvolved is slower. 

Turning to the live stock produc- 
ers’ side of the question, Commis- 
sioner Colver charged that the five 
large packing companies had entered 
constantly into buying pools through 
which they were able to take, day 
by day and year by year, a constant 
proportion of the cattle offered for 
sale at the principal marketing 
points in the United States, thereby 
precluding buying contests which 
would force up prices on the indus- 
try’s raw material.

ETIS ARE GLAMORING

Washington, August 18.—Premier 
Uli.nan. of the Lettish government 
in a cublegram from Libau today to 
the Associated Press, declared that 
unless relief in the shape of food 
was forthcoming within a very few 
days suffering would be widespread 
in Letvia and that all work done 
by the American relief adr inistra- 
tion through funds from “he $100,- 


000,000 congressional ap»vropriation 
would be nullified, Letvia, he cabled, 
also faces the danger of Bolshevism 
being engendered through famine. 

Premier Ullman, who is a former 
American university professor, in 
his r said: 

“The situation is crit!cal. Riga 
with 225,000 inhabitants and its dev- 
astated neighborhood and a small- 
er town of 155,000 inhabitants aft- 
er August 20 will be without bread, 
although the ration has been cut 
down from 220 grams of flour to 125 
grams. The army of 25,000 soldiers 
also will be without bread during 
the four weeks before September 15 
until which date there is absolutely 
no hope of getting in the new crop. 

“The American relief administra- 
tion was looking for one more flour 
Shipment, but information has been 
received that the congressional ap- 
propriation has been exhausted and 
that there will be no new shipments. 
For the four weeks until September 
15 about 3,000 tons of flour will be 
required. 

“The government of Letvia ear- 
nestly requests that the necessary 
steps be taken to arrange for the 
shipment of flour to Riga. The sit- 
uation really is trugic and if no 
bread is forthcoming before August 
20 the city population and army will 
be starving and the results will be 
disastrous. 

“The Lettish steamer Sratov will 
arrive at Stettin August 16 to take 
Lettish war prisoners home. if 
food is furnished in Danzig, the 
steamer could stop there and get 
about a thousand tons. The Lettish 
government earnestly requests as- 
sistance and a quick decision.”

KAISER MAY PURCHASE 
CASTLE N HOLLAND 


Hopes to Spend Rest of His 
Life as Country 
Gentleman.

Amerongen, Saturday, August 16. 
(By the Associated Press.)—Al- 
though it has been known in Ame- 
rongen that former Emperor Wil- 
liam, in the hope of scctling down 


to the life of a country gertleman 
in Holland, had been negotiating for 
the purchase of the castle of Doorn, 
the correspondent today was unable 
to definitely confirm à dispatch 
from Utrecht that the deal had been 
completed. The castle is owned by 
Baroness van Heimstra de Beaufort. 

“Nothing has been settled,” was 
the reply of the friends of Herr Ho- 
henzollern, when questioned. 

The occupants of the Bentineck 
castle have been watching newspa- 
pers and other sources closely the 
past week, and are said to have 
given attention to the statement of 
Secretary Lansing before the senate 
committee on the trial of the former 
emperor, and somewhat similar 
statements in the English press. De- 
spite official announcements of the 
intention of the allies to try the for- 
mer emperor, the general belief 
among his advisers, it is said, is that 
the allies will not make a serious 
attempt to bring him to trial. 

While gossip in the village is to 
the effect that he is short of ready 
money or he otherwise would have 
bought the Doorn estate long ago, 
it is believed there is no serious fi- 
nancial difficulty in the way of pur- 
chase. The estate is the smaller of 
the two estates near Doorn, owned 
by the Van Heimstra family. Com- 
pared to the Bentineck castle, ft is 
only a country villa. It is about 
seven miles from Amerongen and a 
short distance from the railroads.

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Telamon Cuyler Holding the Historic Flag. 


The Constitution’s United States 
flag, which was presented to 
Colonel William Nicholas Hensley, 
U. S. A., to be carried across the 
Atlantic ocean in the British dirigi- 
ble balloon R-34, has been returned 
to Atlanta, after having made that 
historic voyage overseas. 

The R-34 trip from England to 
America was made with very great 
difficulty, and when the landing 
was made at Roosevelt field, near 
Mineola, Long Island, New. York, 
there were only 100 gallons of gaso- 
line in the craft, barely enough for 
three hours’ further flying. It was 
safely anchored by the American 
marine corps and officers and men, 


under command of Lieutenant Hoyt, 


of Florida. The landing was made 
on Sunday morning, res 6, 1919. 

When the ship left England, the 
American government was invited 
by the British government to send 
over an officer of the American 
navy as an observer. The invitation 
was accepted, and Commander Zach- 
ariah Lansdale, U. S. N., was chosen 
to make the flight, which he did. 
On arrival of the craft in America 
the army was instructed to send a 
representative to make the return 
voyage tc England. The choice fell 
on Colonel William Nicholas Hens- 
ley, U. S. A., who is one of the two 
American officers who wear the in- 
signia of both lighter-than- air and 
neaver- than - air pilots. Colonel 
Hensley made the return trip. 

Flag Is Presented. 

Shortly before he started on this 
epoch-making voyage overseas Tela- 
mon Cuxler, Constitution represent- 
ative, presented him with a silken 
United States flag to be carried in 


the ship by him. The flag was 
handed to Colonel Mensley a few 
minutes before he entered the for- 
ward gondola, where the navigation 
station is located, of the R-34 on 
the evening of Wednesday, July 10, 
1919, at Roosevelt field near New 
York city. The colonel stated that 
it was the only such flag aboard, 
and that he would carry it over, dis- 
Diaying it a little before he landed 
in England, his destination. 

In addition to this flag, Colonel 
Hensiey carried a copy of The Con- 
stitution of Monday, July 7, to a 
Georgian then resident in London. 
Thus a copy of The Constitution left 
New York on Wednesday night and 
was read in London on the follow- 
ing Saturday afternoon. This estab- 
lishes a record for the quickest de- 
livery of a southern newspaper 
overseas, The astounding speed of 
this trip by air is seen in the con- 
trast of the time of the return of 
the flag to Atlanta. According to 
a letter written by. Colonel Hens- 
ley, he mailed the flag on July 14 
ani it only arrived in Atlanta on 
August 16. Thus it went over in 
72 hours and returned in 32 days. 

Letter to Governer. 

Colonel Hensley also wrote letters 
to friends on paper and envelope: 
that he carried in his slender bag 
gage, and among them was one as 
dressed to Governor Hugh M. Dor- 
sey, which arrived in Atlanta on 
August 14. 

It has not vet been decided what 
disposition will be made of the flag. 
but it will finally find its place in 
one of the state museums, where it 
will be an object of interest to fu- 
ture generations of Gergians.

New York, August 18.—Frank P. 
Walsh, chairman of the American 
commission on Irish independence, 
characterizes the world “as a vast 
jail with King George V., of Eng- 
land, as its keeper,” in a statement 
issued here today protesting against 
the alleged acquiescence of various 
states in permitting England to 
deny passports for their citizens to 
travel in Great Britain and its pos- 
sessions. 

He urges that a joint secretariat 
be set up in the league of nations 
to protect citizens of all nations 
instead of having a single secretari- 
at “in the shadow of the steeple 
of Westminster.“ The present form 
of the league compels general sym- 
pathy with the imperialistic ambi- 
tions of England, he declares. 

He cites the case of John A. Mur- 
phy, of Buffalo, N. Y. a man of

asked the American state depart- 
ment for a passport from Paris to 
London.

Tax returns for 1919 from all ex- 
cept 14 counties had been received 
yesterday by State Tax Commission- 
er Henry J. Fullbright. The 141 


counties heard from to date showed 
$47,404,168 net increase over the di- 
gests of last year. As the 14 coun- 
ties still to be heard from include 
several of the richest counties of the 
state, Fulton among them, Mr. Full- 
bright believes that the complete 
returns will probably show net in- 
creases of $55,000,000. 

The counties still to be heard from 
are: Fulton, Chatham, Richmond, 
Floyd, Houston, Bulloch, Baker, Bar- 
row, Catoosa, Gwinnett, Jeff Davia, 
Screven, Tatnall and Washington. 

An increase of $55,000,000 would 
exceed all previous annual increases 
except that of last year, when a 
gain of about $85,000,000 in the tax 
digests was scored.

In the case of a wife whose 
husband has been guilty of adultery, 
combined with desertion, the only 
way in whieh she can gain her free- 
dom within a reasonable time is by 
means of a faked correspondence 
with her husband in which she 
pleads with him to return and in 
which he curtly refuses, as she has 
all the time known, or at least hoped, 
that he would. 

A Typical Case. 

Let us take the second of these 
extraordinary situations first. There 
are few headlines more familiar to 
readers of the press of this country 
than that of Wife's Poignant Let- 
ters in Restitution Suit.” 
typical one, addressed to a famous 
English member of parliament by 
his former wife, from whom he has 
since been divorced,

Dear Josiah: We have been 
living apart now for nearly four 
years and 1 feel that it is not 
only a very painful and lonely 
position for myself at my age 
and after many y-ars of joint 
married life, but that it is also 
very bad for our children, espe- 
cially the younger ones, that 
things should go on as they are. 
For the sake of their future and 
for the benefit of us all 1 do 
therefore earnestly beg you to 
assist me in again building up 
a secure and happy home life for 
them, and to take the first step 
towards it by returning to live 
with me. 

Believe me, my dear Josiah, 
always yours affectionately. 

THEL WEDGWOOD. 


The husband’s reply to this letter, 
also published, is an extremely short 
one, in which he states that he has 


thought the matter over carefully, 
and “really cannot return to live 
with you and make a joint home.” 


The effect of the publication of the 
invariably “poignant” letters from 


wives, and the as invar ably flat re- 
fusal on the part of the husband is 
naturally to enlist the sympathy of 
the public on the side of the former 
and to make the latter appear more 
or less of a brute, but in the vast 
majority of cases both the sympa- 
thy and the condemnation are just 
so much emotion wa.ted. The ife 
who has written thus pathetically 
does not, in most cases, desire her 
husband to return, and would be 
nonplussed if he did. In many cases 
the fault is on her side. The let- 
ters, appeal and refusal, are simply 
a common form of British legal ma- 
chinery, parliament having sanc- 
tioned this method for the creation 
of technical desertion, which, coupled 
with adultery, will entitle the wife 
to a divorce. 


Cruelty Hard to Prove. 


The English divorce law thus dis- 
criminates between husband and 
wife. Proof of adultery only will 
give a husband a divorce. In the 
wife’s case, however, simple adul- 
tery on the husband's part is only 
ground for a judicial separation. In 
addition to this a wife must, in the 
average case, establish the further 
offense of cruelty or of desertion for 
two years and upwards. She often 
knows that her husband com- 
mitted adultery, but can establish no 
cruelty against him, for cruelty is 
difficult to prove in the English di- 
voree court. If, however, a husband 
has actually deserted his wife and 
parted from her against her will, 
she can wait two years and one day 
and then seek divorce. 

The alternative is provided by an 
act passed in 1884 which in sub- 
stänce rules that if a wife whose 
husband has left her requests him 
by word or in a letter to return and 
he refuses, she May at once petition 
for restitution of conjugal rights. 
reasonable cause for keeping away, 
the court will order him to return 
within a given time, usually fourteen 
days. The court makes no attempt 
to enforce this order, but if the hus- 
band disobeys it he is on the fif- 
teenth day guilty of technical deser- 
tion, and the: wife can and often does 
at once pr for divorce on the 
grounds of °“statutory desertion.” 
Where the husband has really, de- 
serted the wife, this process renders 
it unnecessary to wait two years 
rand upwards. Cases, of course, do

can be obtained. A learned and ex- 
perienced judge once said that the 
English divorce court was “brimful 
of collusion,” and this remark re- 
mains as true today as it was when 
originally uttered. The reason is 
obvious. People make mistakes in 
marriage and then t*ey find them- 
selves up against a barrier they can- 
not surmount unless one or the 
other is guilty of immorality, Many 
persons are unwilling to indulge in 
the immorality which tke law de- 
mands before it will grant them re- 
lief, and*the result is an arrange- 
ment in which both persons may 
join, or only one be concerned. In 
this way evidence is placed before 
the court from which the necessary 
inference will be drawn, whereas, as 
a matter of fact, no actual immo- 
rality has taken place. 

How the thing is “worked” is re- 
vealed amaginzly in a letter recent- 
ly written by Colonel Josiah 
Wedgwood, D. S. O., who belongs 
to the family of pottery fame and 
is member of parliament for New- 
castle-under-Lyme, to the Staf- 
fordshire Sentinel. Colonel Wedg- 
wood, who did valuable’ work with 
armored cars in Belgium at the be- 
ginning of the war, and was wound- 
ed at the Dardanelles, was divorced 
on December 10, 1918, and the deereé 
was made absolute on June 23 last. 
The letter quoted earlier in this ar- 
ticle is one addressed to him by his 
former wife in connection with her 
suit for restitution of conjugal) 
rights. 


The Wedgwood Case. 


Colonel Wedgwood éxplains that 
in view of the ‘clerical outery“ 
raised against him, at the time of 
his divorce, the time has come for 
him to publish the whole truth for 
the benefit of his constituents. 

My married life,” he says, “was 
a very happy.one until in 1913 my 
wife ceased to love me. I kept hop- 
ing that she would change, for after 
twenty years the break always 
seemed inconcebvable. I offered to 
start again in a new country where 
no one would know us. 

‘It was all useless, and when 1 
came back from Africa in 1916 and 
failed again I at last realized that 
plans had to be made to reconstruct 
my life and home. I consulted a 
colleague, a leading K. C. in the 
house. He told me that there were 
only two ways for me to get free 
and re-establish. a home: I could 
acquire a Scottish domicile and then 
divorce my wife for desertion, or I 
could let myself be divorced by her 
under English law. It takes, I 
think, three years to acquire the 
rights and privileres of a Scots- 
man, and it would have meant up- 
rooting myself from Staffordshire, 
so I finally chose the gsecond al- 
ternative. 


Reputatien Injured. 


„The law, more merciful than the 
church, allows ‘desertion’ to be as- 
sumed if a writ for the restitution 
of conjugal rights is obtained and 
not complied with, so letters were 
exchanged, and I was duly. found 
All the world 
read m the papers that I had de- 
serted a wife and seven children 
after twenty years’ married life. I 
spoke six times that day on the edu- 
cation bill to a perfectly silent house, 
feelng that every man was saying, 
That is the man who has deserted 
his wife and seven children.’” 

Colonel Wedgwood proceeds to ex- 
plain his visit with another woman 
to a London hotel—a step which he 
took in order to satisfy the second 
part of the divorce law. He declares 
that this proceeding was perfectly 
formal and blameless. “It is not

TAKE IT TO THE POLLS! 


Former President Taft is right in 
saying that the time has come 
when the question of the owner- 
ship, management and control of 
the railroads must be settled by 
vote at the ballot box. 

The railroad brotherhoods have 


‘united upon a plan of administra- 


tion of the rail lines under which 
the workers will share, with the 
government, in the profits—and if 
there ‘are no profits all other 
forms of labor and ail business 
would be forced to pay increased 
railroad rates to make an excep- 
tion of railroad labor. | 

The brotherhoods declare a ma- 
jority of the American people favor 


such a plan. 


All right; if that is the case, let 
us have the Plumb plan, for this 
is a democracy and the keystone 
of the structure of a democracy is 
the will of the majority. 
But before we adopt the Plumb 
plan let us first find out whether 
or not it really is desired by the 
majority. 
The only orderly, democratic 
way to definitely ascertain the ma- 
jority’s attitude toward any public 
question is to submit it to a pop- 
ular vote. 

That is what should be done in 
this instance, and of it ex-Presi- 
dent Taft says: 


“The republican party through the 
leadership of Mr. Hays, chairman of 
its national committee, by. resolu- 
tions of that committee last winter, 
left no doubt where it must stand 
the Adamson law, so must the re- 
publican party fight this plan. 
Mr. Hughes was embarrassed in 
many states by weak-kneed repub- 
lican candidates for governor, for 
senator, and for congress, who 
flinched from the issue. 

“No-such trimmers must be put on 
guard this time, The republican 
party must take a flat-footed issue 
and fight it out. All who are not 
with the party on it are against it. 
Let defeat come, if it must, in the 
first clash. But let the party fight 
on, for our whole economic system 
of individual initiative and industria} 
freedom is at stake. 

“Let us hope that the democratic 
party, too, will condemn this plan 
and leave the railroad men and their 
supporters to run separate tickets 
in the presidential election. If the 
democratic party falters and seeks 
victory through surrenders to false 
doctrine, it will be dearly bought.”

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or Georgia Highway Program 


By JAMES A. HOLLOMON

No one result of the recent fifty 
days’ session of the Georgia assem- 
bly is more keenly appreciated by 
all the people than the enactment of 
the highway bills, so earnestly ad- 
vocated by Governor Dorsey. 

They at least inaugurate in Geor- 
gia a progressive state-wide good 
toad policy; and build the legal 
foundation for a system that will, 
within the next few years, make it 

ossible to move from border line to 
border line, in any direction in this 
state, with the ease and comfort of 
motoring over city boulevards. ‘ 

That may read like an Utopian 
dream, but it is what Illinois, an 
California and New York, and Indi- 
ana, and a great many other states 
have done. And as illustrated in 
those states— 

The benefits of such a system in 
Georgia will be almost beyond the 
calculating capacity of man. 

* * * * 

In talking of the bills that were 
prepared by the special legislative 
committee, and of the hard and 
faithful work of that committe: 
during the 1918-19 legislative in- 
terim, let us review the circum- 
stances for a minute 

During the legislative session of 
1918 the ery of the people of Georgia 
for good roads on a state wide basis 
was beginning to be heard. 

The state highway commission 
had been created in 1916 to meet the 
demands of the federal law appor- 
tioning federal aid to states for 
building -and maintaining post 
roads. 

That commission consisted, by 
law, of the members of the Georgia 
prison commission, the professor of 
engineering at the state university. 
the state geologist, etc. It had no 
functions except to approve the 
county projects applying for federal 
aid, where such projects met the 
requiréments of state and federal 
laws. 

As the legal custodians of the 
state convicts, apportioned to coun- 
ties for road work, it did have juris- 
diction, in a limited measure only, 
over that work. 

The state highway commission, at 
any rate, organized its state engi- 
neering department, and started 
faithfully and earnestly to work to 
accomplish as much general road 
work as practicable without a state 
aid fund, limited in authority, and 
entirely helpless in the matter of 
formulating even a beginning in the 
construction of a state-wide system. 

& + + * 

Judge Patterson, chairman of the 
highway commission, and his col- 
leagues on the commission, did their 
work so well, under the legally. re- 
stricted conditions, that the people 
began to realize, as never before, 
the advantages that would accrue to 
them from a real, sst atically- 
planned state-wide system. 

Judge Patterson and the members 
encouraged such a system, worked 
for it, spoke for it, and did every- 
thing in their power, while encour- 
aging county projects, to concen- 
trate public opinion to the crying 
necessity for a thorough state plan. 

Hence, when the legislature con- 
vened in June, 1918, it found the 
Georgia public, led by the governor, 
almost demanding some 61 
state-wide legislation. 

And in this connection, therefore, 
I want to say that Georgia owes, a 
debt of gratitude to the retiring 
state highway commission for its 
able ~‘oneer work toward organized 
effort in Geer~ia. 

And Judge Patterson, the chair- 
man of that commission, will always 
be known in Georgia as one of the 
fathers of that progressive road 
movement that swept from Tybee to 
Rabun, and finally culminated in 
the advanced legislation at the 191) 


session. 
* * — * 


Getting back to the 1918 assem- 


It was found at that time that the 
building of a state system, Involv- 
ing possibly a hundred millions of 
dollars in expense, with its many 
problems of giving the greatest ben- 
efits to the greatest number of 
people, was too big an issue to jump 
at in a helter-skelter way; and thus 
a special legislative committee was 
appointed to loék into the state sys- 
tems in other states, to go over 
Georgia’s needs in detail, to have 
public hearings, and to agree u 
the legislation proposed, so that 
every wheel in the machinery might 
work in unisoa for the greatest effi- 
ciency. 

That commission was composed of 
Hon. S. M. Turner, of Brooks, chair- 
man; Dr. Craig Arnold, a member of 
the legislature from Dahlonega; 
Hon. Jullan M. Smith, Dr. C. M. 
Strahan, of the university, a mem- 
ber of the old state highway com- 
mission, and Senator Walter P. An- 
drews, of Atlanta. 

That committee as a unit is re- 
sponsible for the highway bills that 
were introduced in the 1919 session, 
the two statutory bills being passed, 
as amended; the two constitutional 
therefore awaiting completion at 
the 1920 session. 

That committee as a unit deserves 
much of the credit for state-wide 


highway legislation in Georgia; and 
the men who composed that com- 
mittee, without a single exception, 
rendered to Georgia individually a 
service, for the value of which the 
state can never justiv repay. 

I say this in all frankness, know- 
ing, as I do, of the unselfish devo- 
tion given to this great issue by 
these distinguished Georgians, actu- 
ated by no purpose other than to 
render a service to the whole state 
of Georgia. \ g 

It is true that Senator Andrews 
did not assent to the report of the 
majority of the commission—his 


four colleagues—in their recommen- 
dations for legislation; but his dif- 
ferences of opinion were based ab- 
solutely upon the method of secur- 
ing by law the same identical re- 
sults. On the principles involved 
in the legislation there v -re no dif- 
ferences. Senator Andrews sought 
to accomplish with one bill what 
the majority soucht to accomplish 
with a series of bills; and while the 
majority method, the one eee 
by the legislature, was, withop 
doubt, the wiser procedure of e 
two, I want to say that no man in 
Georgia has taken a keener inter- 
est in good road construction than 
Senator Walter P. Andrews.

Professor Strahan has been appoint- 
ed chairman of the newly organized 
board of three—as good an appoint- 
ment as the governor could have 
made, by the way—and what he 
says about it bears something more 
— a passing interest. Continu- 
ng— 

“T have direct reason to know that 
legislation so broad as this highway 
program cannot be individualistic. 
As secretary of the special commis- 
sion, I know how earnest were their 
preliminary labors, and what invalu- 
ableaid they sought and received 
from many sources; as an attendant 
on the largest meeting of county 
commissioners ever held in Georgia, 
Iknow how much earnest attention 


they gave to the proposed laws from 


every aspect; from similar attend- 
ance upon the Georgia Highway as- 
sociation, I saw how differing ideas 
were sifted and unified; from pres- 
ence at committee meetings of the 
house and senate, and during discus- 
sions upon the floor, I heard the 
searching thought and analysis of 
every proposal, and in conference 
with the governor and members of 
the budget committee, I saw differ- 
ences of view debated and harmon- 
ized. And my conclusion is that im- 
portant legislation in Georgia must 
run the gamut of every phase of 
popuar opinion, of every viewpoint 
held by each representative of the 
people in the general assembly, and 
that the ‘outcome is not a factional 
victory between two opposing sides, 
but is in fact the best judgment of 
the majority possible under their 
conception of the questions at issue, 
after due consideration of the opin- 
ion of the minority courageously 
and eloquently set forth.”

In conclusion, 
said— 

“The public may feel that there is 

real merit in the bills enacted, that 

both the majority and the minority 


of the general assembly has accom- 
plished for the future of highway 
building in Georgia more progress 
than was made in many years of 
piecemeal tinkering and changes by 
many of our sister states who have 
struggled with the great problem 
of state roads. There remains only 
the passage by the house of repre- 
sentatives of the two constitutional 
amendments already passed by the 
senate to perfect a most remarka- 
ble achievement and to thus com- 
pletely provide for an issue of state 
road bonds and thereby satisfy the 
main point around which the minor- 
ity was centered. 


“With. this state of facts, the only 
name large enough to characterize 
this program of legislation is ‘the 


Georgia state highways laws,’ and 
the only spirit large enough to 
ripen these laws gradually into a 
splendid fruitage of well-built state 
highways all over Georgia is the 
spirit which recognizes the need for 
unselfish co-operation, which makes 
allowance and forbearance with the 
individuals who may be charged 
with solving problems so vital and 
yet so complex.” 


And again, he is right! 

So with these parting words of the 
new chairman, I will dismiss the 
subject, knowing that the people of 


Georgia will co-operate to the full- 


est in making Georgia the leading 
state in highway development in the 
great new south. 

Before doing so, however, let me 
say that the direct and ably executed 
plans of the Georgia Automobile 
association, through President Winn 
and Secretary Reynolds, in further- 
ing the committee’s road program, 
and in crystallizing public senti- 
ment throughout Georgia, was one 
of the powerful factora in abetting 
this great forward movement.

MINNOWS VERSUS MOSQUITOES. 

The mosquito which carries ‘yel- 
low fever is a domestic animal, 
found almost excausively close to 
human habitations. The famous Jer- 


sey skceter is a wild animal seldom 
found near human habitations. The 
malaria-carrying mosquito is a 
semi-domestic animal, like an active 


t, sometimes seen around the 
house but 3 out with the. 
rest of the boys. 

As a rule mosquitoes do not ven- 
ture far from their breeding places. 


Most species travel only a few rods 


from their breeding places. There- 
fore the destruction or removal of 
breeding places in the immediate 
vicinity of the home removes the 
pest of mosquitoes. 

Tha essential condition for mos- 
quito breeding is dead or stagnant 
water, and sufficient stagnant wa- 


ter accumulates in an obstructed 
eave or in an old tomato can out 
behind the fence or in the unscreen 
ed rain barrel or in a cow track 
down the lane to breed all the mos- 
uitoes one could desire :n a season 

eedy places along the edges or 
shores of brooks or ponds are ideal 
breeding places. Old trees or brush 
hanging into the water from shore 
furnish protection for breeding mos- 
quitoes. 

The mosquito lays eggs on the 
surface of the water in a protected 
place. In a day or two the eggs 
hatch into larvae, called wiggle- 
tails. The wiggle-tail lives in the 
water, but must breathe air con- 
stantly or nearly constantly. In 
about a week the larva is trans- 
formed into a comma-shaped crea- 
ture called a pupa, which remains 
quietly at the surface for two more 
days, after which time the adult 
winged mosquito emerges from the 
pupa and sets up in business for 
himself. The whole time from the 
laying of the eggs to the full grown 
skeeter is therefore less than ten 
days in warm weather. 


Frequent spraying of the water 
with petroleum suffocates the larvae 
or wigglers and destroys mosqui- 
toes in breeding. 

Removal of old cans, earthenware, 
open rain barrels (all vessels hold- 
ing water should be kept covered 
with screens) and puddles of water 
(by drainage or filling) will discour- 
age the propagation of mosquitoes 
in a neighborhood. 

One of the most effective meth- 
oda of stopping the breeding of 
mosquitoes in ponds, brooks or other 
waters is by stocking the water 
with ordinary minnors. If bass or 
other fish which dine on minnows 
are present they must be either 
seined out or excluded by wire nets. 

A few dozen minnows placed in a 
pond swarming with wiggle-tails 


will clean up the pests in a very 


few days. 

Fountains where mosquitoes breed 
should be stocked with minnows. 
Gold fish are fairly active destroy- 
ers of embryo 2 eons, but ordi- 
nary minnows will usually destroy 
many re in a given time.

7 On Prevailing High Cost of Goods 


The wholesale and retail grocers 
of Atlanta issue the following 
statement to the public through The 
Constitution: 

The retail and wholesale grocers 
and butcherg of Atlanta — your food 
distributors—propose to submit to 
you, the consumers, a brief state- 
ment of facts incident to the pres- 
ent agitation about the high cost 
of living. especially as applied to 
food products. 

In the beginning we wish to state 
emphatically, that we would wel- 
come the return of normal or lower 
prices, both on your account and 
our own. 

We have done and always can do 
profitable business — often more 
profitable—at the lower prices; so 
that, we repeat, we would like to 
see their return, notwithstanding 
that, for the time being, we would 
be the losers in the disposal of high 
priced goods now in our storerooms 
and on our shelves. 

While we have not been openly 
assailed as parties to the present 
high costs, there has been so much 
insinuation and inuendo directed to- 
ward us, that we feel we should 
ask the consuming public for a fair 
and honest consideration of the 
facts. 

Many Theories. 

Many opinions and many theorles 
have been advanced to account fo1 
high prices, and to solve the prob- 
lem of their reduction. If we felt 
we knew that solution or even the 
beginning of it, we could not toc 
speedily give it to the public.

This, he 
said, would put a stop “to this 
vicious circle of high price causes, 
which is like a dog chasing his tail.” 

„While food prices are up wages 
cannot be reduced and while wages 
are advancing it is hard to lower 
food costs, so if the committees can 
hold prices steady for a while the 
reforms will come naturally,” he de- 
clared, adding: 

“And if we eannot get the New 
York dealers to blackball the crooks 
amongst us, then we can't get any- 
thing done anywhere else.” 

He went on to say he believed a 
large part of the high cost of living 
is due to unconscionable dealers, 
who have taken advantage of ab- 
normal economic conditions to 
rouge the public.

Secretary Tumulty, over the tele- 
phone, today told Mr. Karger that 
he had not shown his letter to the 
president, but that he had talked the 
matter over with the president, and 
the president. had deciedd that no 
one but the conferees and the ste- 
nographers would be present. 

Report to Be Carefully Read. 

The stenographic report nade of 
the conference by the two white 
house reporters will be held up until 
it has been carefully read, and what- 
ever reports of the conference that 
are published, until the official 
white house report is given out, will 
come from the foreign relations 
committee, which will have four 
stenographers at the conference, 

The white house was besieged all 
day today with requests that ar- 
rangements be made whereby the 
stenographic report of the confer- 
ence could be published as rapidly 
as it could be typed. The press 
representatives were informed that 
the report would be given out when- 
ever it could be completed and 
looked over. i 

In his letter to Senator Lodge, 
agreeing to the conference with the 
understanding that nothing that 
would be said should be regarded as 
confidential, the president suggest- 
ed that the committee have its ste- 
nographers present also. 

All of the stenographie work for 
senate committees is done by pri- 
vate individuals, and arrangements 
were made with the stenographers 
who will report the conference for 
the committee for a very limited 
number of copies of the stenograph- 
ic report. These will constitute the 
only immediate publicity that will 
be given the conference. 

All Members to Attend. 

All of the members of the foreign 
relations committee will attend the 
conference. The republican sena- 
tors today said that they would go 
with the understanding that nothing 
that was said during the discussion 
was to be confidential. he more 
radical foes of the treaty declared 
tonight that they would leave if the 
president suggested telting them 
anvthing in confidence. 

The republicans on the committee. 
at a conference today, decided upon 
a program of searching questions 
that will be asked the president. 
Senator Johnson, of California, upon 
whose motion it was that the com- 
mittee offered to go to the white 
house, will lead in the questioning. 

He will ask the president about 
some phases and provisions of the 
treaty, Senator Borah will question 
about others, and Senator Brande- 
gee about still others. 

The senate today adjourned until 
Wednesday so that the conference 
could have a clear right of way 
tomorrow. The conference will start

#7: Charge Big Financial In- 


terests With Looting 
Railroad Systems of the 
Nation at Expense of 
Public. 


(The Constitution—Philadeiphia Public Ledger 
Service, Copyright, 1919.) 


Washington, August 18.—Immedi- 
ate investigation of their charges 
that the Morgan, Gould and Rocke- 
feller financial interests controlling 
more than 254,000 miles of railroad 
in the country “have perpetrated 
fraud after fraud upon the public, 
looted the vast. railroad systems of 
the nation,” and seek further by 
legislation to resume extortion of 
the public by high transportation 
rates, is the latest demand of the 
railroad control by government, op- 
eratives and public. 

This spur to quick action is made 
in a communication sent by, Glenn 
E. Plumb, counsel for the organized 
railway employees of america to- 
day to Representative Esch, chair- 
man of the house interstate and 
foreign commerce committee, fol- 
lowing a report that the committee 
will ask the interstate commerce 
commission if it can practicably 
conduct an investigation of railroad 
financiering requested by the broth- 
erhoods. 

Mr. Plumb does not doubt the 
ability of the I. C. C. to accomplish 
the large and important task fairly 
and thoroughly, but he declares that 
rif that body undertakes the labor it 
should start at once, and should sub- 


mit a report of the investigation 
before congress acts. In his letter 
Mr. Plumb calls attention to the 
warning uttered by A. B. Garretson, 
in which he said it is largely with- 
in the power of congress to allay 
the unrest which is.taxing to the 
utmost the energies of labor lead- 
ers to restrain. 


Says Congress Needs Enlightenmeht. 


“May I say with reference to you, 
questions put to me when I prefer- 
red the charges of the railway 
brotherhoods and their ten affiliat- 
ed railway labor organizations of 
the American Federation of Labor,” 
Mr. Plumb says, “that I fear you 
have missed the intent which actu- 
ated the preferment of those charges 
should be made and reported upon 
before congress acts. : 

“Congress needs enlightenments. 
If a political conspiracy exists, as 
responsibily charged by labor or- 
ganizations generally acknowledged 
to be the most constructive in 
America, to seek validation by con- 
gress of billions of fictitious rail- 
road securities, prompt investigation 
is needed by a committee of the 
house or senate, or preferably, by 
a joint committee of both houses, 
of evidence which we are prepared 
to make available. Congress has 
the railroad problem before it. Nei- 
ther the congress nor the American 
people can pass intelligently upon 
this problem without the informa- 
tion which we have and are pre- 
pared to submit. 

“Now if congress wishes to desig- 
nate the interstate commerce com- 
mission as the instrument of the 
investigation demanded, well and 
good. But it should be expressly 
provided that the investigation be 
prompt, in order that the report of 
the commission upon the catalogue 
of charges may be placed before 
congress and the public before the 
enactment of anv measure looking 
to the restoration of the railroads 
to hands which we denounce as un- 
clean, 


Charges Reiterated. 


“With all deference to you and 
to the great committee of the house 
on interstate and foreign commerce 
of which you are the honored chair- 
man, permit me to reiterate these 
charges which have been made with 
the utmost deliberation and care, 
with a full sense of their gravity, 
and sustained by the weighty and 
conservative forces of American la- 
bor unionism with the offer at once 
to substantiate each and every one 
of them: 

We charge that the railroads of 
the United States seek of congress 
legalization of a fraudulent prop- 
erty investment account, fraudulent 
by billions of dollars, and built up 
in violation of the constitutions of 
the separate states and of the United 
States. On the basis of these fraud- 
ulent billions, they seek to fasten, 
through act of congress, an ex- 
change upon the cost of living of 
the entire nation, by exacting a re- 
turn of at least 6 per cent from 
excessive transportation rates. 

“We charge that the men who are 
pushing this conspiracy through the 
United States Chamber of Commerce 
and other bodies, are controlled, in 
whole or in part, by the Morgan in- 
terests, the Rockefeller interests and 
the Gould interests. Through the 
interlocking directorates of banks 
and trust companies, these three 
financial groups control the 25,000 
miles of railway of the United 
States. We will submit complete 
charts showing these interlocking 
directorates and financial interests 
in their relation to the railroads. 

Would Compel People te Pay. 

“We charge that the five railway 
valuations first completed and-pub- 
lished by the interstate commerce 
commission show the aggregate 
property investment accounts of the 
railways named therein to be dou- 
ble their estimated actual cost of 
reproduction, new. We charge 
that, so far as the valuation divi- 
sion of the interstate commerce 
commisison has valued railroads, 
after ‘nearly completing its survey 
of the entire transportation area of 
the United States, this ratio of dou- 
ble the estimated actual cost of re- 
production, new, holds constant with 
respect to the aggregate property 
investment account as submitted by 
the railroads. It is upon this 
fraudulent investment account 
which the United States Chamber of 
Commerce and the financial interests 
behind it asks congress to compel the 
American people to pay over 6 per 
cent in yearly returns.

Much Land Given te Railroads. 

“We charge that an area of land 
larger than the combined areas of 
the New England states, New York, 
Delaware, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, Ohio, Indiana and 
Illionis, has been given by the 
United States and by state govern- 
ments to the railroads without com- 
pensation and in order to help them 
build the nation’s highways. 

“We charge that of these grants, 
making all allowance for the 115,- 
000,000 acres patented and the 35,- 
000,000 acres forfeited prior to June 
30, 1910, the greater part of over 
40,000,000 acres remains available. 
The values of these grants have 
been sequestered by railway pro- 
moters, or capitalized as part of 
the book values of the railway 
properties, on which the railroad 
corporations, directed by the finan- 
cial groups named nerein, now ask 
congress to permit them to extort 
fraudulent returns from the public. 

“We charge that the property in- 
vestment accounts of the railroads 
have been fraudulently doubled 
above their estimated cost of re- 
production, new, by such means as 
these: The $250,000,000 in bonuses 
given away to their stockholders 
from 1900 to 1910 by the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad; by 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, the Chicago Northwestern, 
the Great Northern. the Illinois 
Cehtral and the Southern Pacific. 
On this $250,000,000 of excess capi- 
tal, in 1913, alone, the public was 
compelled to pay more than 511, 
000,000. The public had to pay in 
that year $4,317,000 on stock fraud- 
ulently issued by eigifteen eastern 
railroads during 1900 to 1910, for 
$101,000,000 less than the market 
value. During the same period 
eighteen representative railroads 
running through al! parts of the 
country gave away stock bonuses 
aggregating $450,000.000. On these 
the public has had to pay—now 
pays. 

Says Frauds Overburden People. 

“We wish gravely and respon- 
Sibly to point out that these gigan- 
tic frauds, of which we have given 
only instances, now work to over- 
burden the people with charges on 
their cost of living. 

“We wish to show that the peo- 
ple have made gifts to the railroads 
and that the railroads are taxing 
them upon those gifts fur_the sake 
of their private owners. e wish 
to show that they have perpetrated 
fraud after fraud upon the public, 
looted the vast railroad systems of 
the nation, and that they now bring 
the record of their loot and plunder 
to congress, saying: ‘Make it law- 
ful, and let us exact a toll of 6 per 
cent upon, these billions that we 
have filched. That will restore our 
credit.’ 

“They ask, further, that the live- 
Iihood of over 2,000,000 railway em- 
ployees and their families shall be 
placed again at their tender 
mercies. Lawless and irresponsible, 
they accuse the responsible leaders 
of the American labor movement 
of attempting. to foment revolution. 
Instead, we show that we are law- 
abiding. We appeal to the people, 
to congress and the courts. We 
ask that the constitutions of the 
states and of the United States be 
vindicated. We ask for an imme- 
diate and peaceable hearing of our 
charges, responsibly made. 

“You will recall the earnest 
warning uttered to your committee 
by Mr. Garretson, in which he Said 
that it is largely within the power 
of congress to allay the unrest 
which is taxing to the utmost the 
energies of the labor leaders to re- 
strain. In this law-abiding course 
we ask your aid. We ask that our 
charges be respected and heeded; 
that this hearing be had; that the 
investigation prayed for be made, 
and that a report on the findings 
be laid before congress before it

The pageant will express every department of art, for in the pro; 
gram is music, the drama, and living pictures; and natural scenery 
splendidly adapted to the presentation. 

The great universities of the country, and even the educational 
institutions of lesser note, have long encouraged the pageant idea as 
the only way of bringing about what is termed the democracy of art— 
that is, through the pageant they saw the greatest opportunity to draw 
in to one common interest or event the greatest number of people 


In California the pageants have been produced through the uni- 
versity, centers, and through the Bohemian club of San Francisco, 
which began several years ago by encouraging art among the mem- 
bers, and each year producing an out-of-door play. The rules of the 
club were that the play must be written by a member or members of 
the club; the music had to be presented by them, and the members 
only were identified with any form of the production. Finally, a won- 
derful out-of-door theater, in which nature and art were drawn into 
combination, was the result, and the club pageants take place there 


At both of the California universities out-of-door pageants take 
place, and their beauty and elaborate detail have been described in 
two worlds. At the Theosophist settlement at Point Lomo the pageant 
idea has been encouraged, and the spirit has grown through other 


The Peterboro pageants have been given with great success in 
New Hampshire under the auspices of the MacDowell Music clubs, 
and the New England colleges, many of them, have given successful 


But the pageant—the outcome of community spirit—is still some- 
thing new, and it is anticipated by the students of community expres- 
sion, that the Cobb county pageant is going to initiate a new spirit 
of co-operation among the people of this state, and do a great deal 
toward proving one of the values of the community council idea which 
the government is urging upon state legislative bodies to encourage | 
people to work together, in the reconstruction program. 

Georgia through its recent general assembly has been one of the | 
first states to pass the law creating community councils, and Governor | 
Dorsey will soon appoint a commission to encourage the immediate | 
organization of these bodies in every community of the state, 

In such organizations, the purpose of which is to have a central | 
community medium through which the people may assemble to discuss 
their mutual interests or to back up some movement which concerns | 
the community in its relation to the state or the nation. Through the | 
community council one sees the people gathering for some other reason | 
besides politics, and men and women coming together for pleasure,

The Run Down. 
A base runner, trapped between 


bases, has no chance of escape ex- 
cepting through the errors of oppo- 
nents. If the defensive team makes 
the play properly the runner is help- 


less. yet the statistics show that one. 
in seven runners so trapped escape 
the trap. The object of the runner 
so trapped, therefore, is to make 
his play so as to give the defen- 
sive team the maximum number of 
opportunities to misplay. 

It is an axiom in tht big leagues 
that no bad base runner ever,is 
caught. By that they mean at 
a really poor base runner never 
takes the chances that will enable 
the opposing team to catch m, 
while the good base runner, through 
daring, often will find himself in 
traps from which only skill, speed 
and fast thinking will extricate him. 

The runner caught between bases 
should not, at first, attempt to es- 
cape through speed. He should re- 
member that, if he alone is on bases, 
his object is to advance if possible 
and his jockeying should be towa 
the next base. hen first caught 
he should assume a position facing 
toward the plate, standing sideways 
in the line, but ready to swing into 
a sprinting position in either direc- 
tion by the lurch of his body. :

The excessive cost of producing cotton has under- 
gone no change during the past two weeks, unless it be that the per 
pound cost of producing the new crop has been increased, because of 
the decreased production indicated by progressive deterioration and in- 
sect damage. The wolrd’s need of cotton is fully as great and as 
acute now as it was on August 1, and the prospective supply of raw 
material has decreased, the ¢rop. condition has grown worse and the 
supply outlook has become more alarming. : | 

„ Why?t 

Why, then, should future contracts now sell for 5 cents per pound, 
or $25 per bale, less than they brought two weeks ago? 

A bear raid, predicated upon unreasoning fear, a misunderstanding 
of the fundamental facts of the situation and a misinterpretation of the 
statistics thereof is the answer. 

It is-high time that intelligence and courage should assume con- 
trol and arrest an unwarranted and wanton slaughter of values. 

On top of the advance, which followed the sensationally low crop 
condition report of the government, came a great furore over the possi- 
ble policy of the administration in its anti-high cost of living campaign, 
as the same might affect the price of raw cotton: and coincident with 
the disturbing apprehensicns on this score came the report of a great 
cotton statistical’ authority, which declared that the “carry-over” from 
These two 
sensational incidents were the outstanding and immediate causes of the 
great wave of selling which swept the future markets and which has, 
for the time, submerged the spot demand; and these same scare-heads 


have been lugged out and flaunted anew whenever the future market 
has shown symptoms of recovery. 3 

Intelligent analysis will disclose that these two factors are not de- 
structive in character but constructive, and that the cotton price situation 
produced: by playing a. continuous dirge on these two strings, is not 
bearish, but distinctly bullish. 

Price-Fixing Seare. 

It is true that the high cost of living has become a national issue 
as well as a menace to the welfare or the nation. It is without doubt 
the duty of the government to relieve the situation, in so far as it may 
be relieved, by both constructive and punitive measures. But as Presi- 
dent Wilson has wisely said, the permanent remedy does not lie’ in 
legislation fiat or in executive prosecution of individual wrong-doers, 
but in the composure of the business of the world into some sem- 
blance of order and normality. 

Granting, therefore, the necessity for governmental effort of the 


fear driven imagination can it be supposed that the anti-high-cost-of 
living policies of the government shall touch the price of raw cotton? 
No affirmative argument on this proposition is made. The cotton price 
pessimists shiver and shake and wail that in the general lowering of 
prices cotton must go down, and then rush to the future markets and 
sell on this general.alarm. The attorney general asks that clothing be 
included within the purview of the food control law and these: pessimists 
tear their hair and rush to the future markets and sell more cotton. But 
why? They don’t know just why, but they sob ain't this awful about 
cotton?“ and sell some more. * 
Control Propaganda. 

It is true that the price of clothing is very high, and it is not only 
the duty of the government to prevent profiteering in clothing, but it is 
more than likely that steps to that end will be taken. But how could 
any sane man expect to reduce the cost of clothing by curtailing the 
5 of the raw material through attacks made upon the price 
thereof? 

The figure now set by the bear speculator will deprive the producer 
of any profit on his year’s work, if, indeed, considering the extremely 
unfavorable conditions under which he has labored and is still laboring, 
he will not, if he accepts the same, face a serious actual loss. Unless 
the producer can see a reasonable profit on his crop he will not prose- 
cute with vigor the fight he is making against elemental misfortunes 
and insect ravage. In other words, any reduction in price below figures 
which: will give the producer a reasonable profit, will inevitably cur- 
tail production both in respect to the presently growing crops and fu- 
ture crops. 

In the campaign against the high cost the one fundamental remedy 
is to increase production. The other remedies proposed are collateral | 
only. If, for instance, all necessary steps were taken to prevent spin- 
ners and dry goods merchants from exacting an excessive profit, stil/ 
there could be no permanent reduction in the cost of clothing if anything 
happened to reduce the production of the raw material. It is, therefore; 
an insane proposal that the high cost of clothing may be reduced by 
17 the production of the raw material. On the contrary, the 
infallible y to raise the cost of clothing is to reduce the production 
of raw cotton. If the government should, through mental aberration 


cotton, the fundamental purpose of its present endeavors would be there. 
by defeated. In such case the farmer and spot holder would only have 
to sit still and wait for the inexorable laws of supply and demand to 
force their cotton to undreamed of prices. But the government will do 
no such foolish thing. On the contrary, if the administration under- 
stands the situation, and we may be sure that it does, it is more likely 
that it will adopt such measures as will encourage producers to greater 
productive efforts, not only by assurance of non-price fixing interfer- 


So much for the price-fixing bogey. 

a “Carry-Over” Seare. 
I take no issue with H. G. Hester’s figures placing the “carry-over” 
at 6,824,000 bales. These figures may be, and no doubt are, correct if 
so far as bales are concerned, but from the general supply standpoint 
these statistics have been grossly misunderstood and the. significance 
thereof flagrantly perverted. K 

When these figures were given out (although the approximate vol- 
ume of the carry-over was generally known to the trade) a great hub- 
bub was raised by that element which profits through downward fluc- 
tuations in prices. Seven million bales” they cried, “on top of the new” 
crop of over eleven million bales, makes selling a cinch!’ Then they 
proceeded to sell with reckless abandon great quantities of cotton which 
they did not have and which they would have to buy in order to fulfill 
their contracts. Outsiders who knew nothing of cotton or the cotton 
situation were induced by this propaganda to sell for future delivery and 
some spot holders and dealers becoming frightened by the hullabaloo 
sold contracts for what they thought was protection. As a result, con- 
tracts have declined 5 cents per pound, but the speculative element is 
short great quantities of cotton and is resting easy under the. grossly 
false assumption that they will have some seven million bales of carry- 
over, plus a new crop of eleven to twelve million bales, out of which 
they may liquidate their short contracts. 

t us see how absurd is this assumption of supply: 

From the carry-over of 6,824,000 bales take “linters,” which are not 
tenderable on contract—699,000 bales. This leaves 6,125,000 bales of 
cotton. But in these bale figures, no account whatever is taken of the 
damaged cotton which is in the bales or which has been taken from the 
bales. It is a matter of common knowledge that the extent of damage 
this year is excessively abnormal. It is ultra-conservative to esti- 
mate this loss, together with repacks, etc., of 125,000 bales. This re- 
duces the carry-over apparently available for short contract sellers, to 
6,000,000 bales. But in these figures are included mill stecks in the 
United States, 1,169,000 bales, mill stocks in Europe, 285,000 bales, and 
European. port. stocks, 1,248,000 bales, making a total of 2,702,000 bales, 
from which the short contract seller in this country has not the shadow 
of a chance to get a bale. Thus the carry-over supply as far as such 
seller is concerned, is reduced to 3,298,000 bales. But this apparently 
available supply must be still further curtailed because of the fact that 
not all of it nor nearly all is tenderable jon the future contract, On the 
contgary, those who are in the least familiar with the percentage of low, 
untendérable grades carried from the crop of last season into this, and 
with the abnormal quantity of low, untenderable grade accumulated from 
the present crop, and those who are familiar with the staple deficiency 
of a considerable proportion of the accumulated stocks, know perfectly 
well that a material percentage of the apparently available supply will 
not go on future contracts. To be conservative, let us estimate this un- 
tenderable portion at.750,000 bales. This will reduce to 2,548,000 the ap- 
parent supply out of which the cheerful short seller must protect his 
contracts, But this is not all of the story. 

a Foreign Status. 

Everyone in the cotton trade knows that a part of the stocks in 
warehouses in this country has been already bought for foreign account 
and is being held pending opportunity to ship. We cannot figure the 
extent of such holdings, but we know that the amount of cotton thus

market. 

Another factor which is bound to 
militate against an early resump- 
tion of bullish activity is the pro- 
nounced. determination of the fed- 


which it can bring to bear in order 
to bring about a reduction in the 
cost of living. These factors should 
have the effect of bringing about 
a decline, even though it may prove 
of a temporary nature.

Getting German Gold. 

Federal reserve banks now report 
an item, “gold in transit or in cus- 
tody of foreign countries” amount- 
ing to $89,631,000. This is part of 
the $360,000,000 gold which the Ger- 
man reichsbank has lost since the 
armistice. It represents payment 
by the German government for 
American grain. Under the terms 
of the armistice, the German gov- 
ernment was permitted to use its 
ready gold to pay for food press- 
ingly needed, and the United States 
being one of the countries having 
food for sale, the gold has come to 
us in considerable measure, 

The outery in congress against 
the profits made by the copper 
companies, especially by Anaconda, 
struck Wall street as being rather 
beside the point. Stress is laid upon 
the fact that „ohn P. Ryan, president 
of Anaconda, was the government's 
director of aircraft production. 
Hence, congressman smell a rat. 
But to object to the profits realized 
by the copper companies is to object 
to the whole system of government 
price-fixing, which was not sup- 
posed merely to represent a normal 
profit over cost, but to be suffi- 
ciently large to “stimulate” the com- 
panies to extra effort and to pro- 
vide as a safeguard against con- 
stantly mounting labor costs. The 
war industries board fixed 26 cents 
as a fair price, but before we went 
to war copper sold for 35 cents, Had 
a lower price than 26 cents been 
fixed, there might now be an outcry 
over the failure of the industrial 
board to assure an adequate supply 
of the metal.
